Bomb Haley home 

Police probing 

cfnRjrfrtafiffiir

A report from the Antioch Police Dept. 
said that a pipe bomb exploded at the home 
of William Haley, Valley, View Ct., Antioch, 
at 11 :30 p.m., on Wednesday, June 30. . 

According to a police department, 
spokesman, the bomb was placed between a 
screen door and a patio door on the upper 
level of the home. 

It made a loud noise but caused damage 
only to the doors themselves. No one was in- 
jured as a niece of Haley's was the only oc- 
cupant of the house and, she was in another 
part of the dwelling at the time of the ex- 
plosion. 

The Antioch Police are investigating the 
incident and have been in contact with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the 
federal agency that is investigating Haley, 
who is awaiting trial in Florida on marijuana 
trafficking charges. 

Haley's trfaj, which had been set to go in 
early June, has been continued because of 
his lawyer's inability to appear, arid an early 



fall date is expected to be set. Haley was im- 
plicated when a plane owned by William 
Zeigler, Round Lake, was impounded by 
federal drug authorities in spring of 1981 in 
West Palm Beach, Fla., along with $476,000 
worth of marijuana found on board, r 

z Zeigler's plane was again, impounded in 
Fort Meyers, Fla., in January, when traces 
of marijuana were found^on board and Frank 
Marotta, 35, Lindenhurst and Allan Kennedy, 
47, Antioch, were arrested and charged with 
firearms possession. 

A spokesman for James Reilly, attorney 
for Zeigler, Marotta and Kennedy, said that 
Zeigler's plane is still in federal custody and 
he has received no response on his inquiries 
and requests for its release. 

Marotta and Kennedy, who have pled not 
guilty to the gun possession charges, were 
set for trial on June 21 but that trial has also 
been continued because of the claim of in- 
sufficient time for case preparation sul> 
mitted by Reilly.
